See 10 Times as 
Many PE Trains 
Shaking Upland 


Establishment of bus service for 
Alhambra will open up rail freight 
service and send 10 times as many 
trains rumbling through Upland, 
a speaker told the Associated Pro- 
perty Owners last night at their 
organizational session. 

J. A. Dennis, -the speaker, 
clared that ‘freight traffic through 
Upland will increase 10 times if 
the PE is allowed to discontinue 
rail passenger service through Al- 
hambra” as part of his report of 
an appearance before the State 
Public Utilities commission where 
he and Charles McGee fought to 
retain rail passenger service for 
Alhambra. 

Dennis used a map obtained 
from the PE traffic department to 
illustrate his report. He traced PE 
activites from 1939 until the pre- 
sent time. Four hundred persons 
in Alhambra and representatives 
‘of the city of Los Angeles are 
joined with the Upland group in 
the present struggle before the 
utilities commission, he said. 
TIME IS NOW 

“Now is the time to stop the 
PE, or things will really be bad,” 
he said. 

Dennis told of the objections 
the PE attorney used to keep 
him from the witness stand but 
said that he and McGee were able 
to get a'statement written by City 
Attorney Henry Bush and a letter 
from the Upland association into 
the record of the hearing. The 
hearing has not yet been com- 
pleted. Dennis said that the fu- 
ture course of action for the group 
depends upon the results of the 
hearing. 

Earlier in the meeting, the ar- 
ticles of incorporation and the by- 
laws were read and approved by 
the members. They included con- 
tinuance of the present name of 


the organization; seven directors; | 


purpose of the group; and the pro- 
cedure for taking in new mem- 
bers. Dues were set at $1 a year, 
with the added specification that 
members may be assessed up to 
$2 more in a year. 

In commenting on the articles 
and by-laws, W. W. Mather said 
they assured “as democratic an 
organization as is possible.”

NEW YORK (UP) Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower warned last 





night that the American dream 
will turn into “the American night- 
mare” if the people of this coun- 
try become slaves of the govern- 
ment, 

The Columbia University Presi- 
dent, in a speech prepared for de- 
livery before the 18th annual 


forum of the New York Herald Tri- 
bune, urged that each new govern- 
ment proposal be scrutinized for 
its effect on personal freedom. 
“Unless we understand the Am- 
erican dream, it may become the 
American nightmare,’ Eisenhower 
said. ‘We believe in human dig- 
nity, in human rights not subject 
to arbitrary curtailment. We be- 
lieve that these rights can be fully 
possessed and effectively exercised 
only so long as man asserts and 
maintains himself the master not 
the serf of institutions he creates,” 


VIEW CRITICALLY 

If human rights and freedoms 
are to flourish, he said, govern- 
ment must operate “with its 
powers sharply definied and limit- 
ed by the governed.” He urged citi- 


zens to view critically “every 
slightest reason or excuse for 
moving the line that separates 
governmental from individual re- 
sponsibility.”’ 


“If today, 
efforts to determine so far as 
each of can the probable 
effect of every new governmental 
proposal upon our personal free- 
dom, will be discharging one of 
our most acute responsibilities as 
American citizens,” he said.
